HRM, fire 
dept facing 
lawsuits over 
Spryfield fire 

blaze Insurance 
companies representing 
homeowners from last 
spring’s wildfire in 
Spryfield are slapping the 
Halifax Regional 
Municipality and its fire 
department with lawsuits. 

The lawsuits are 
concerning the efforts of 
fire fighters in the blaze 
that destroyed eight 
homes, damaged 10 others 
and forced hundreds of 
people into rescue 
shelters. 

HRM spokeswoman 
Shaune MacKinlay said 
last night she had seen on¬ 
ly one lawsuit, but was 
“expecting more” to come. 

HRM plans to file a 
defence against all the 
lawsuits. 

The CBC reported 18 
lawsuits against the HRM 
and Halifax regional fire 
department were filed 
late yesterday in Nova Sco¬ 
tia Supreme Court, 
totalling about $10 
million. 

The lawsuit alleges, ac¬ 
cording to the CBC, the 
fire department shouldn’t 
have left hotspots 
unattended April 29, only 
to see them flare up the 
next day. 

The CBC reports over 
the past several months, 
insurance companies have 
paid out millions of 
dollars to people with 
properties affected by the 
blaze. 

The Department of Nat¬ 
ural Resources announced 
in October the fire was 
caused by an 
unextinguished campfire 
pit.

Raising the ceiling 

Government set to triple insurance caps on minor injuries

The NDP is moving to 
strike down the current in¬ 
surance ceiling on minor 
injuries and replace it with 
a more victim-friendly cap. 

The $2,500 cap on minor 
injuries is being tripled to 
$7,500 and tied to raises in 
inflation. Mirroring Alber¬ 
ta, the definition of “mi¬ 
nor” injury is being strictly 
limited to strains, sprains 
and whiplash. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele said insurance 
profit margins overshot 


projections since the cap 
was put in place in 2003 
and drivers will still be 
able to pay about the same 
rates. 

“We are absolutely confi¬ 
dent that these changes 
can be absorbed without 
an increase in automobile 
insurance rates,” said 
Steele. 

“We get what I would 
call the best of both 
worlds. We get a better in¬ 
surance regime and we get 
it at no additional cost to 
Nova Scotians.” 

However, the plan will 
not apply retroactively. 
The new rules will only be 


applied to accidents that 
happened from yesterday 
onward. The NDP had op¬ 
posed the cap since it was 
introduced by the John 
Hamm-led Tories, but 
Steele said retroactivity 
would have hefted an esti¬ 
mated $69-million bill on¬ 
to insurance companies 
and thrown rates into radi¬ 
cal uncertainty. 

The insurance industiy 
wasn’t as confident as 
Steele that rates won’t go 
up, saying it will take time 
to figure out. 

“They’ve come up with a 
set of reforms this morn¬ 
ing that will add costs to 


the auto-insurance sys¬ 
tem,” said Bill Adams of 
the Insurance Bureau of 
Canada. “What the effects 
are going to be for Nova 
Scotians and for premi¬ 
ums, we don’t know at this 
time. 

Eveiy year insurance 
providers must have their 
rates approved by the Utili¬ 
ty and Review Board. 

Steele said the province 
will eventually make it 
mandatoiy for all insur¬ 
ance providers to offer a 
“full-tort” option without 
any cap, though they 
haven’t worked out the 
pricing for that system.

MLAs fine-tune expenses 

Maid service, cleaning supplies inadvertently left off original list

MLAs reinstated a series 
of perks including maid 
services yesterday after 
accidentally throwing 
them out the window in 
the wake of the expense 
scandal. 

In the first-ever public 
meeting of the Internal 
Economy Board on March 2 
MLAs rushed to push 
through a series of reforms 
to open up the secretive sys¬ 
tem that led to the expense 
scandal. 

That apparently left them 
with dirty apartments. 

A $1,470 per month 
apartment allowance 


($1,700 for cabinet minis¬ 
ters and opposition leaders) 
was previously given with¬ 
out need for receipts to cov¬ 
er everything from rental 
insurance to Internet 
to parking. 

At the March 
meeting receipts be¬ 
came required for 
rent, but everything 
else was left out. Yes¬ 
terday, at the second 
open IEB meeting, MacDonald 
MLAs amended the 



changed. 

“ft was always the case 
that members could claim 
cleaning supplies for their 
apartment and/or maid 
service,” said Mac¬ 
Donald, who said he 
personally did not 
use a maid. 

“It’s not something 
that was invented 
here today, it’s been 
done the 17 years I’ve 
been here.” 

The IEB also decid¬ 


rules to once again include 
those other living expenses. 

A motion from Liberal 
MLA Manning MacDonald 
had cleaning supplies and 
hiring maids added to the 
list of expensible items.

Scott said in one case he 
filed a receipt signed by a 
person who did some work 
for him, but Lapointe still 
went to the person to con¬ 
firm payment.

Police arrest wanted 
suspect after memorial

As union officials and 
politicians gave speeches 
at the National Day of 
Mourning ceremony yes¬ 
terday in Halifax, Beverly 
May stood in the middle 
of the crowd fighting back 
tears and gripping photo¬ 
graphs of two lost loved 
ones. 

May and her partner, Jer¬ 
ry Rowe, were at Province 
House for the ceremony 
commemorating the 32 
Nova Scotian workers who 
died on the job in 2009 — 
the highest number since 
Westray mining disaster in 
1992. 

May lost her cousin, 22- 
year-old Kyle Hickey, three 
years ago in an explosion 
at his Dartmouth work 
site. She has been coming 
to the ceremony for the 
past three years, in remem¬ 
brance of Hickey and his 
happy-go-lucky nature. 

“When he’d smile, it was 
like diamonds would light 
up, or stars would shine,” 
May said. “Every day was 
precious to Kyle ... ‘Livin’ 
the dream’ was his motto.” 

This year, however, May 
and Rowe had a new rea¬ 


son to mourn — longtime 
friend of the family Tom¬ 
my Raymond lost his life 
when he was crushed by 
an 18-wheeler earlier this 
year at the Halifax dock¬ 
yard. 

“(Raymond) was my best 
friend since 1974,” said 
Rowe. “He died this year. 
It’s a real great loss, it 
should have never hap¬ 
pened.” 

After the speeches, union 


officials, workers, and 
politicians laid wreaths 
outside Province House to 
commemorate the lives 
lost. Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter extended his condo¬ 
lences to the families of the 
deceased, and said workers 
and employers must work 
together to eliminate work¬ 
place deaths. 

“Last year, 32 Nova Sco¬ 
tians didn’t make it home; 
didn’t hug their spouse, 


play with their children, or 
talk about their day,” Dex¬ 
ter told the crowd. “Thirty- 
two is too many. One is too 
many.” 

May, who has a son 
working in Red Deer, said 
she just prays she never re¬ 
ceives the same call those 
32 families did. 

“Every day I live in fear 
that maybe someday I 
might get a call,” she said. 
“I hope I never get a call.”

Two cops on horses in 
HRM. 

The Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice’s two equine officers 
are back on the beat for the 
spring and summer sea¬ 
sons. Duty Sergeant and Pa¬ 
trol Cruiser, more common¬ 
ly referred to as Sarge and 
Cruise, will be patrolling 
the streets, attending 
events and interacting with 
the community. 

Cruise’s partner, Const. 
Dianne Woodworth, said 
policing with horses is just 
one more form of police in¬ 
teraction with the commu¬ 
nity — and most often a 
positive interaction. 

“Just like mountain bikes 
... it’s a closer interaction 
with the community,” she 
said 

Const. Chris Marinelli, 
who patrols with Sarge, said 
the police horses generally 


patrol from April to Novem¬ 
ber. Marinelli, who has 
been working with HRP’s 
police horses for the past 
five years, said Haligonians 
are always happy to see the 
horses on patrol. 

“It’s a high-profile part of 
our job,” said Marinelli. 
“People feel comfortable, 
they always want to see the 
police horses. And in that 
respect, we have an easier 
time speaking with the gen¬ 
eral public. Maybe some of 
the general public that 
wouldn’t speak to us nor¬ 
mally will come to speak to 
us as a result of having the 
horses.” 

Woodworth agreed. 

“It’s a positive interac¬ 
tion,” said Woodworth. “Of¬ 


ten times when police show 
up in your neighborhood, 
unfortunately, it’s not for 
positive things. When they 
see the police horses, it’s a 
positive thing ... It kind of 
opens up a door. They’ll 
talk to us and say, ‘Well, 
they’re not so bad, they’re 
just people.’” 

Woodworth said this posi¬ 
tive interaction with the 
community while policing 
on horseback creates rela¬ 
tionships that may not 
come to be while riding in 
squad car. 

“It’s a bridge between us 
and the community,” said 
Woodworth. “They can just 
see that we’re just people 
like everybody else. People 
on horses.”

Britain's bedraggled Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown 
waltzed into a political 
train wreck yesterday 
after forgetting to turn off 
his microphone. 

He described a loyal 
Labour voter as a bigot for 
asking about immigration, 
blamed advisers for a “dis¬ 
aster” ahead of next week’s 
election, then rushed back 
to the voter’s house to beg 
her forgiveness. 

Grandmother Gillian 
Duffy, 66 , met with Brown 
at a campaign stop in the 
northern town of Rochdale 
and questioned him about 
the influx of eastern Euro¬ 
pean immigrants who 
have come to Britain. 

Many people are angry 
that immigrants are taking 
jobs at a time when 
Britain’s unemployment 
level is soaring. Brown 
brushed the question 


aside, leaving in his car in 
a hurry and forgetting to 
turn off his microphone. 

“That was a disaster, they 
should never have put me 
_ with that 
5 woman, 
is Whose idea 
% was that? 
° It’s just 
| ridiculous,” 
Brown is 
heard say¬ 
ing. Asked 
what Duffy 
had said to 
upset him, Brown said: 
“Everything. She’s just a 
sort of bigoted woman.” 

Brown’s gaffe was imme¬ 
diately broadcast and he 
was then grilled about it 
on a televised radio show. 
Slumped over with his 
head in his hand, Brown 
said he realized he had 
made a mistake and regret¬ 
ted the remarks. 


“He’s an educated per¬ 
son, why has he come out 
with words like that?” 
Duffy said. “He’s calling an 
ordinary woman who’s 
just come up and asked 
questions ... a bigot.” 

The political conse¬ 
quences of the blunder 
could be severe, with 
Brown already third in 
opinion polls for the gener¬ 
al election and desperate to 
show his supposedly states¬ 
manlike credentials to dis¬ 
patch less experienced ri¬ 
vals, Conservative leader 
David Cameron and Nick 
Clegg of the Liberal Democ¬ 
rats. Ironically, Brown’s 
campaign team overhauled 
their election strategy this 
week — betting that more 
contact between their 
leader and ordinary people 
would revive his flagging 
election hopes.

Teacher stabs 15 students 


A teacher wielding a knife 
broke into a primary 
school in southern China 
and stabbed 15 students 
and a teacher yesterday, 
the same day another 
school attacker was 
executed for killing eight 
children last month, police 
and state media reported. 

The attacker taught at 
another primary school 
nearby, the official Xinhua 
News Agency reported. 

None of the 15 students 


nor the teacher is in life- 
threatening condition, 
said the director of the 
command centre at the 
Leizhou Public security Bu¬ 
reau, who gave his name 
as Qin. 

The attacker, identified 
by a local official as Chen 
Kangbing, broke into Le- 
icheng No. 1 Primary 
School in Leizhou city 
about 3 p.m. and hacked at 
the students and teacher, 
Xinhua said. He teaches at 


the Hongguan Primary 
School in nearby Baisha 
town, the report said. He is 
in police custody. 

The fourth- and fifth- 
graders were stabbed in 
their heads, backs and 
arms, Xinhua said, citing 
comments from Li Chang- 
wu, Leizhou city’s Commu¬ 
nist Party secretary. 

A nurse at emergency 
clinic of Leizhou People’s 
Hospital said staff there 
treated eight of the stu¬ 


dents for knife wounds to 
the head. 

A man from surgical de¬ 
partment of Leizhou Hos¬ 
pital of Chinese Medicine 
said seven students were 
treated there. He refused 
to give his name. Calls to 
the school rang unan¬ 
swered. It is not known 
where the other students 
or teacher were treated.

India arrests alleged

Madhuri Gupta, 53, a 
second secretary at the em¬ 
bassy, was recalled to New 
Delhi and arrested at her 
home in the Indian capital. 

Foreign Minister S.M. Kr¬ 
ishna told NDTV news 
channel that the case was 
being investigated by the 
Home Affairs Ministry. Gup¬ 
ta is accused of passing in¬ 
formation to Pakistani intel¬ 
ligence agencies, External 
Affairs Ministry spokesman 
Vishnu Pralcash said. 

Gupta, who had been 
working in the press and 
information section of the 
embassy for three years, 
had been under surveil¬ 


lance for more than six 
months. Investigations 
were underway and Gupta 
was co-operating, Pralcash 
said. He gave no other de¬ 
tails and did not take any 
questions from reporters. 

Gupta was arrested Fri¬ 
day, although the arrest 
was not announced until 
Tuesday, Press Trust of In¬ 
dia news agency said. She 
will remain in police cus¬ 
tody for the next four days, 
PTI said. 

India and Pakistan have 
fought three wars since in¬ 
dependence from Britain 
in 1947.

It’s unfortunate that this 
tongue-in-cheek protest 
was reduced to a circus-like 
opportunity to ogle. Appar¬ 
ently, some Boobquake 
events drew more male 
photographers than busty 
participants, but I’m loathe 
to call it un-feminist just be¬ 
cause of a few overactive 
sex drives and cellphone 
cameras. 

Sometimes, you find al¬ 
lies in the most unlikely of 


places. Even if Boobquake 
protesters wouldn’t call 
themselves feminists, plen¬ 
ty of people were angry 
enough to prove just how 
sexist Sedighi’s statement 
was. 

Moral truths are some¬ 
times so obvious, they’re 
plain as day.

Even superstar quarter¬ 
backs and their fans aren’t 
immune to the fallout of al¬ 
legedly perpetrating (or 
condoning) sexual assault, 
and football fans are going 
to let Roethlisberger know 
it. 

Of course, with all the 
wacky things being said 
and done in Iran, it’s no 
stretch to scoff at its lead¬ 
ers. Nor is it a difficult 
moral decision to shun an 
athlete twice accused of 
sexual assault. These are ob¬ 
vious things. I hope people 
can take their instinctual 
“Hey, that’s not right” reac¬ 
tions toward Boobquake or 
Roethlisberger and carry 
that with them into the fu¬ 
ture.

Board says economy won't fully return until 2014 


Canada’s recession was 
short — and in some 
regions brutish — but the 
aftermath will be almost 
as challenging, three new 
separate reports on the 
economy suggest. 

The reports from the 
country’s budget watch¬ 
dog, Statistics Canada and 
one of the leading econom¬ 
ic think tanks, the Confer¬ 
ence Board, are remark¬ 
ably similar in detailing 
what Canada lost during 
the recession and the prob¬ 
lems it faces in recovery. 

Putting it in economic 
terms, Statistics Canada 
concludes the country’s 
gross domestic product 
shrank 2.9 per cent last 
year, slightly more than its 
original estimate. 

But not all regions expe¬ 
rienced the recession in 
the same way. Newfound¬ 
land’s economy fell back a 
massive 10.2 per cent, 
while two tiny economies,

game play. 

Despite the long layoff 
mostly spent in limbo — 
the consensus was Game 1 
would be Friday, though 
nothing was official — if 
the players were getting 
antsy waiting, they didn’t 
let on. 

“I don’t think we’re in a 
rush,” captain Sidney 
Crosby said. “We’re get¬ 
ting ready and making the 
most of our practice time 
and preparing according¬ 
ly. When it’s time, it’s 
time. We’ll be ready. Until 
then, you try to make the 
most of the time we have.”

Some kind of monster 


Haley revives Freddy Krueger in Nightmare reboot

Despite what his recent 
roles might suggest, Jack¬ 
ie Earle Haley is a very nice 
guy. 

Since his career-reviving 
role as a child molester in 
Little Children, he’s skulked 
the big screen as a misan¬ 
thropic vigilante in Watch¬ 
men and mental pa¬ 
tient in Shutter Is¬ 
land. Now he’s 
taking over for 
Robert En- 
glund as iconic 
horror villain 
Freddy Krueger 
in the new Night¬ 
mare on Elm Street 
reboot. But really, he’s a 
nice guy. 

“I think it’s probably my 
physicality,” Haley tells 
Metro as to why he keeps 
ending up in these sorts of 
roles. 

“I also am drawn to char¬ 
acters that are kind of zingy. 
I don’t have a lot interest to 
show up in stuff where the 


character’s just kind 
of laying flat, just 
kind of there. I like 
stuff that’s got kind of a 
real interesting arc.” 

While exploring Freddy 
Krueger’s arc, Haley soon 
realized it wasn’t like any 
other character he’d 
played. 

“In my research, I started 
to go down this road of real¬ 
ly looking at and getting se¬ 
rious about it,” he says. That 
research included studying 
an encyclopedia of serial 


killers given to him by di¬ 
rector Samuel Bayer. 

“But then I realized, I’m 
playing a boogie man! I’m 
playing a mythical boogie 
man, a monster,” Haley re¬ 
calls. “I need to embrace 
that monster and embrace 
it inside this genre. It was 
incredibly freeing. 

“The thing about him is 
he’s not real. It’s fiction,” he 
says. “I embraced the fact 
that this guy is that charac¬ 
ter in a campfire story. For 
some reason we like to sit 


around in the dark around 
the campfire when you’re 
out in the woods and stuff 
and hold the flashlight up 
to your face and giggle 
while we try to scare each 
other. That’s what makes 
this genre fun.” 

Less fun was the idea of 
taking over for Englund, 
who played Krueger in 
eight films and one televi¬ 
sion series. 

“He is synonymous with 
Freddy. You mention the 
word, we conjure that up,” 
Haley says. 

“For me it’s not a compe¬ 
tition. You can’t compete 
with Robert. You just do 
your best and accept being 
second-place Freddy.” 

Of course, taking on the 
role also included more 
practical challenges, like 
the six-hour sessions in the 
makeup chair to capture 
Freddy’s frightening coun¬ 
tenance. 

“You just kind of sit 
there. There’s not a lot to 
do,” Haley says of the morn¬ 
ing ritual. “You can’t move 
much, not at all.” 


Bullock adopting, 
files for divorce 


interview Sandra Bullock 
has filed for divorce from 
her husband, Jesse James, 
and is adopting a baby boy 
as a single parent. 

“Yes, I have filed for di¬ 
vorce,” the 45-year-old Os¬ 
car-winning actress said in 
an interview with People 
magazine, posted Wednes¬ 
day on its website. “I’m sad 
and I am scared.” 

Bullock and James, 41, 
began the adoption 
process four years ago, the 
People article said, and 
brought 3 1/2-month-old 
Louis Bardo Bullock home 
in January but decided to 
keep the news to them¬ 
selves until after the Acad¬ 
emy Awards. 

In the interview, Bullock 
said she is savouring her 
new maternal status. 

“You wake up, you feed, 
you burp, you play, you do 
laundry,” she said. “I’m still 
in that stage where I’m just 
amazed with him and at 
life.” 

The baby, called Louie, is 
named after jazz great Louis 
Armstrong, who had partic¬

Finger-lickin' Ribs 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 to 1.5 leg pork loin back 
ribs or spareribs, cut into 
2-rib portions 
1 medium-size yellow 
onion, chopped 
1/4 cup orange juice 
1/2 cup chili sauce 
1 tbsp molasses 
1 tsp grated orange rind 
1/2 tsp dry mustard 
1/4 tsp ground cloves 
V8 tsp ground cayenne 
pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). Place pork ribs, 
bone side down, in large 
shallow baking pan. Bake 
for 11/4 to 1 1/2 hours or 
until tender.

5. Set aside half of chili 
sauce mixture. Brush ribs 
with some of remaining 
chili sauce mixture. 

6. Bake for 15 minutes 
more, brushing once or 
twice with chili sauce mix¬ 
ture. 

7. Serve ribs with reserved 
chili sauce mixture.
